Paralyzed and almost blind, Ben Kirby, 
whose alleged operations as a countertels- 
er have made him a well-known figure. in 
the Southern part of Missouri, occupies a 
cell in the St. Louis jail. ; 

For six months Kirby was confined in the 
Iron County. jail. He vas indicted for 
coun*erfeiting by the recent Federal Grand- 
jury and his trial is set for Nov. 5. “ 

Several years ago, when he lived a) 
Monett, Mo., Kirby was arrested on a 
charge of making counterfeit coin, but suf- 
ficient proof was not adduced to secure 4 
conviction. The Federal officials say they 
now have a strong against him end 
„ 2 no difficulty in proving his . 

Before he was stricken with ysis 
Kirby was an unusually powe man. 
He is over 6 feet tall and weighs more than 
200 pounds. He is as straight as a. 2 
now, but is unable to lift. his right foot 
from the floor and his fight arm ngs 
helpless by his side. He has no contro! of 
his right eye; and the lids 22 it. Kirby 
ig only 35 years old, and his hair and mus- 
tache are black as midnight. He wears a 
neatly fitting suit of, dark blue clothes, a 
stylish derby hat and his linen is spotless. 
His voice fs not affected. 

Kirby was arrested six months ago at 
Mt. View, Shannon County, Mo. The south- 
east portion of the State was being flooded 
with ‘counterfeit coins. There were ‘silver 
dollars and half dollars and gold coins in 35, 
$10 and $20 denominations. The workman- 
ship was almost perfect. The coins met the 
requfrements in weight and it was difficult 
to tell that they were spurious , 

The Federal authorities sent a number of 
secret service men into that section and 
the source of the supply was discovered. 

In a rude log hut, in a lonely spot far 
removed from any railroad, and six miles 
southwest of Birch Tree, a town of 600 in- 
habitants, the plant was locat ec. 

The detectives learned that Kirby operat- 
ed the plant, and had induced John Barkley 
and Ed and L. F. Depriest, young men, sous 
of well-to-do farmers in ‘that section, to 
assist him. Kirby manufactured the spu- 
rious money, and the young men disposed 
of it through Southern Missouri and North- 
ern Arkansas. 14 14 
United States Deputy Marshals Fitzpat- 
rick, Brennan and Quayle worked on the 
case, and succeeded in ¢apturing the entire 
gang. They raided the plant and secured 
—— ot the molds and considerable bogus 
coin. oS. SPRY, 

Barkley and the Depriest boys weak- 
ened and confessed to their connéction with 
the enterprise. They said Kirby offered 
to make them rich if they would assist him. 

Kirby denied that he was a counterfeiter, 
and said the ether. men had tried to in- 
duce him to work with them. The young 
fa mers are out on bond. a 

Post-Dispatch reporter saw Kirby in 
jail Thursday, He told how he got into 
rouble.

MINE EXPLOSION. 
Terrible Disaster 2 * an Anthracite 


Shaft Acompanied by Loss 
of Life. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 29.—A erri- 
ble . explosion occurred in the South 
Wilkesbarre shaft of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal Co. this afternoon. It is 
reported that six men were so badly burned 
that they. will die. 

The mine was not in operation to-day, 
and only about fifteen men, mostly repair- 
ers, were inside. So great was the force 
of the explosion that it shook the surface 
for miles around. | 

Smoke in dense volumes is coming up the 
shaft, which prevents rescuers from So- 
ing down, The. officials are in hope that no 
lives have been lost. 

The mine is one of the most gaseous in 
the anthracite region. Five years ago sev- 
en men perished in an explosion there, and 
in 1894 a, party of New Tork retail coal 
men came near losing their lives. They 
were just about to enter the mine when 
an explosion oceurred, The black damp 
came up the shaft and the visitors on the 
carriage were hoisted out Aut in time, ®

CANTON, O., Oct., 29.—It seems easier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for the average Methodist to 
believe that Brother William McKinley or 
his wife really rents property in Canton 


for saloon purposes, notwithstanding the 


absolute proofs produced that such is the 
case. Denials fly through the air thicker 
than fleas in Egypt. A concerted effort 
seems to be made at the close of the cam- 


paign to confuse the people on the point b 
a bewilderin array of denials 4 Paleo 
statements. The strangest part of this 
matter is that clergymen of hitherto high 
Standing are lending themselves to the 
scurvy trick. Below are the reports of two 
eminent preachers who have made “a per- 
sonal investigation” of the charges. One 
Says that the saloon is tied up with a lease 
and the other goes him one better and 
declares that there is no saloon at all. 

Statement of Rev. Earl D. Holtz, pre- 
siding elder of the Bast Ohio Conference: 

Mr. McKinley owns a block of build- 
ings on Market street, Canton, but no 
room or rooms belonging to him or his 
wife are rented for saloon purposes. In 
no sense do they derive any revenue what- 
ever from houses rented for saloons, for 
they rent no such houses. Any statement 
to the contrary is maliciously false, and 
he who would make such a statement in 
ordey to defame the name and character of 
such a good man, is either basely false or 
basely ignorant.“ 

Statement of Rev, John I. Wilson, pastor 
of Simpson M. E. Church, Canton, G., ex- 
he wee elder, Secretary Soldiers’ and 

ailors’ Home, etc., etc.: 7 

‘I went to see the McKinley saloon. 
Found that Mr. Saxton, during his life, 
leased the aforesaid’ piece of ground, un- 
conditionally, for thi years, and the par- 
ties sublet it and — a shanty on it for 
a saloon and the ease has yet two years 
to run before it comes into the hands of 
Mrs. McKinley and the Saxton heirs, and, 
consequently, shé receives nothing from it 
and has nothing whatever to do with it, 
much less the Major, These are the facts 
about it as I could get them.“ 

Even if everything that is here said is 
true, it would not relieve Mr. McKinley of 
his guilt for the reason that section 4364 of 
the Revised Statutes of the State of Ohio 
provide that when a property is occupied 
for saloon purposes after a lease is given 
on the same, the lease straightway be- 
comes mull and void. The following is the 
exact wording of the latter part of section 
4364, which relates to this subject: 

“All contracts whereby any building or 
premises is rented or leased, and the same 
are used, in whole or in rt, for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, shall be void, and 
the lessor shall on or after the selling or 
giving intoxicating liquors, as aforesaid, be 
considered and held to be in possession of 
said business.“ 

This Ohio statute is no new thing. It 
has been the law of Ohio ever since July 4, 
1870. This property has been owned by the 
McKinleys ever since June 29, 1889, so that 
the Major has had plenty of time to get rid 
of the plague if he cared to. 

When the shout went up that McKinley 
was so tied with a lease on the property 
that he could not get rid of the saloon a 
representative examined the records for 
same. There was no lease to be found. 
In order to make sure that no mistake had 
been made, the Prohibitionists ordered a 
competent abstracter to search the records 
also. Here is the certificate of the ab- 
stracter certifying that there is no lease 
of any kind affecting the property and 
that there never has been.

KIDNAPED FROM HIS BED AT 9

ALL IN ONE COLUMN. A 

Secretary of State Lesueur has issued 
some practical instructions to voters as 
to the manner of preparing the ballot for 
voting next Tuesday.

States in 1890 was twenty billions of dol- 


cent), compound, this is now about thirty 
billions. This would be very largely in- 
creased by the unrecorded debts. What 


but they are large. The interest for one 
year at an average on thirty billions is 
about 1,900 millions. Our final money, gold 
and silver, amdunts to about 1.000 millions. 
This means that our actual money is draw- 
ing on recorded debts alone 190 per cent 
annually. If silver is redeemable in gold, 
then we have only 800 millions of final mon- 
ey and the interest rate is 88 per cent on 
the actual money. 

Sit down nog and figure the compound 
interest from 1890 on twenty billions of dol- 
lars for fifty years and find what this debt 
will amount to in 1946, and remember that 
the money volume is increasing only at a 
snail's pace and that this increase of in- 
terest does not represent any actual money 
increase, and that every suggestion fur- 
nished by the money power to meet our 
wants is calculated to widen the difference 
between the actual money and the debts. 

We are very forward in discussing the 
relations of wheat to money, labor to mon- 
ey, etc., etc. Had we not for a little while 
better discuss the relations of debt to mon- 
ey? Our .debts are the biggest things we 
have on this earth! Our debt interests are 
the biggest interests we have on this earth! 
The unearned increment (interest) ig fast 
absorbing everything in the country! The 
only avenue for reducing the debt opeh to 
us is also the only avenue to take care 
of our crops and labor. The money power 
don’t want to discuss .debtse—they. prefer 
the wheat and labor questions—the debt 
question is too easily understood and too 
hard to explain away. The wheat and la- 
bor figures can be juggled. Do you know 
that the gross value of the ten principal 
crops (and this is nearly all) in 1895 was 
about equal to the interest on the recorded 
debts? All the corn, wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, buckwheat, potatoes, hay, cotton and 
tobacco for 1895 would lack (after paying 
the labor employed) one billion of paying 
the recorded interest, and as the debtors 
have to live and move, feed, clothe and

These figures show that money in- 
vested in farming is paying about 7 per 
cent, while the actual money of the coun- 
try is paying from 19 per cent to 380 per 
cent—the money paying from T to 54 times 
the farming investment. The laborer is get- 
ting an unsatisfactory living for himself 
and family out of his wagés, and the Gov- 
ernment owes its citizens better opportuni- 
ties of improvement and enjoyment of life 
which would result from a sound money 
system. The Government owes this both 
on its own account and that of its citizens. 

One thing evident from the foregoing is 
that the American people must arrange 
their money system so that interest will 
not consume more than ig absolutely nec- 
essary. The old interest has already ac- 
cumulated and must be provided for, which 
wilkerequire generations to pay, if at all 
possible, but new blood must be infused as 
the only hope! Interest is the enemy of thé 
American people to-day and volume of mon- 
ey is the only remedy for that.

LAWS SEEM TO CONFLICT. 


EFFORTS TO UNRAVEL THEM. 


The Election Commissioners Asked 
Questions and Got Explanations

STATE DEMOC.ATIC COMMITTEE 
TO PRESS THE PROSECUTION. 


GRAND-JURY MAY INDICT HIM. 


U 


The Discharge of the Merchant on a 
Trivial Technicality Does Not 
End the Case. 


* — 


The prosecution of Dugald Crawford for 
intimidating voters will not cease because 
a Republican lawyer, while acting as Judge 
of the Court of Criminal Correction, saw 
fit to discharge him on the flimsiest of 
technicalities. 
Tyne evidence in the case was not heard. 
The decision was in no way a judgment 
upon the facts. It held that what might 
have been a crime at 4 o’clock in the after- 
moon was not a crime at noon on the same 
day. It held that a qualified voter in law 
means a registered voter. It was in effect 
that five minutes before a man registered 
he could not be intimidated, even with 
blows or bullets, because he was not a 
qualified voter. It meant that in towns 
having under 100,000, where there is no 
registration, a man cannot be intimidated. 
The result of so absurd a decision has 


made ex-Gov. Johnson all the more anxious 
to get the matter before the Grand-jury. He 
will take Gradwohl’s and all the other cases 
before that body and secure indictments 
against the merchant, which will at least 
give a jury of American citizens a chance 
to pass on the facts. . 

Had the evidence in this case been heard 
and the defense shown that Mr. Crawford's 
action did not come within the provisions 
of the statute, it is more than likely that 
the judgment of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection would have been allowed to stand, 
but Gov. Johnson now declares that he in- 
tends pushing the prosecution all down the 
line with more vigor than ever. 

From the very first,“ said the Governor, 
in discussing the result of the case, it 
became evident that the defense would 
make every effort to prevent the witnesses 
from making their statements. They real- 
ized how damaging they were and so were 
doubly anxious to beat the case on tech- 
nicalities if possible. 

Gradwohl had not been on the witness 
stand three minutes before the question as 
to his registration came up. The point in- 
volved was this: Gradwohl at the time he 
was discharged had not registered. He 
registered several hours later on the same 


day. 

“The defense maintained that, inas- 
much as the witness had not been regis- 
tered when discharged by Mr. Crawford, he 
was, therefore, not a qualified voter and 
could not be intimidated. 

Tue point was argued by us at great 
length. e took the position that a quali- 
fied voter was one who was entitled to 
vote as an American citizen, either by 
reason of his having been born here and 
having become of legal age or by reason of 
his having been naturalized. We maintained 
that the offense against the law lay in Mr. 
Crawford's action. He did not know wheth- 
er Gradwohl was registered or not, nor 
would it have made any difference to him. 
He would have acted in precisely the same 
manner and herein lay the offense. 

“JT ghowed the utter absurdity of their 
contention by means ‘of an illustration. 
Suppose a man was on the way to the booth 
to register and some one should meet him 
and say, ‘Here, you shan’t vote for Bryan,’ 


and then chase the man away. Inasmuch 


as the man nad not registered, although he 
was on his to the booth, the defense 
held that this would not be intimidation be- 
cause he was not a qualified voter. 

“The proposition appealed to me as be- 
ing utterly ahsurd. Registration is merely a 
part of the election machinery and means 
to prevent fraud, and thougo a man had 
never registered in his life nor had a desire 
to vote, if he were am American citizen of 
legal age, he would be a qualified voter. 

“Still the court decided in favor of the 
defense. Then Mr. Noland moved to be 
allowed to amend the petition, bringing the 
prosecution, under another section, but the 
court would not allow it and discharged Mr. 
Crawford. 

“I do not know whether any of the men 
discharged by Mr. Crawford had registered 
prior to his action, but I believe there is 
one. If that be the case another informa- 
tion will be prepared and the case again 
brought into the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. If not, we will take it before the Grand 
Jury. 

“The election will have no bearing on 
our actions. The law has been violated in 
our opinion and we shall insist on prose- 
cuting until at least the evidence is heard 
and a decision reached from that.“ 


“The State Committee,“ said Chairman 
Sam Cook, occupies exactly the same po- 
sition to-day that it did before the dis- 
charge of Mr. Crawford. We stand pledged 
to use our best endeavors to punish all 
intimidators. The Crawford case was 
knocked out on a mere technicality. The 
merits were in no way gone into, and we 
shall insist on its continued prosecution 
until a verdict shall have been obtained 
from a jury. 

‘If, after the evidence shall have been 
heard, a decision shall be reached under 
the law that there has been no offense 
committed, then the State Committee will 
have nothing further to say, but until then 
the prosecution of Mr. Crawford and of all 
others violating the law in our opinion 
will be vigorously prosecuted.“

CORONER’S JURY HOLDS DRYDEN 
AND ATWOOD. 


INQUEST ON THE NINTH VICTIM. 


Transcript of Evidence Will Be Hand- 
ed to the Prosecuting Attorney, 
Who May Issue Warrants. 


Engineer Joseph A. Dryden and Con- 
ductor George Atwood of Sunday’s ill-fated 
Frisco excursion train were judged guilty 
of criminal carelessness by the Coroner’s 
jury in the case of Joseph Herman Dress- 
ing, one of the victims, who died of his in- 
juries Wednesday at his home, 3705 Illinois. 
avenue, 

The verdict reads as follows: 

We the jury find that the deceased came 
to his death on Oct. 28, 1896, in the morning, 
at 3705 Illinois avenue, from injuries re- 
ceived in a wreck in a St. Louis and San 
Francisco train, one mile west of Spring 
Park, on Oct. 25, about $:30 a. m. Said 
wreck was caused by the carelessness of 
the conductor, George Atwood, and Engi- 


neer Joseph A. Dryden in not complying 
with the rules, regulations and time-card 
as printed by the St. Louis and San-Fran- 
cisco Railway. Verdict: Criminal careless- 
ness.”’ 

The inquest was begun at 10 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning in the Coroner’s office. a 

One of the regular catch-as-catch-can 
Four Courts juries was impaneled to pass 
on the evidence. 

The members were: R. T. Posey, clerk; 
Wm. T. Hargate, salesman; Frank Wunch, 
machinist; J. C. Harry, painter; John Kis- 
singer, cigarmaker; E. J. Levick, collector 
for Charley Foster, the professional bonds- 
man. 

Coroner Wait conducted the examination 
and put the thing through with a rush. 

He went at Engineer Dryden and Con- 
ductor Atwood hammer and tongs, fixing 
the responsibility on them, rather than on 
the railroad company. 

The first witness examined was Charles 
F. Vogel, real estate agent, who testified 
to the particulars of the excursion and the 
fact of the wreck. 

William Hauser, 1712 -Geyer avenue, and 
Edward H. Fischer, 3129 Lemp avenue, who 
were seated beside Dressing at the time of 
the accident, told how he received his in- 
juries. ! 

Conductor George W. Wolf of the Valley 
Park Accommodation was interrogated 
about the rules for running his train, the 
method of flagging trains, the instructions 
for running on sidings, the rules of the 
time card, etc. 

He testified that he knew there was a 
second section to train No. 1 when he 
signed the conductors’ register at Valley 
Park. Under the rules of the time card 
he held his train fiVe minutes at Valley 
Park and five minutes at Meramec High- 
lands to give the second No. 1 an oppor- 
tunity to pass them. 

He said the wreck was due to the neglect 
of second No, 1 to take the siding at Spring 


Park. 

Engineer Joseph Dryden told again the 
story of his trip from Union Station to the 
time of the wreck. 

He claimed that the dashed past the 
station at Spring Park because “no board 
was turned for orders.“ 

Coroner Wait asked him if it wasn’t his 
duty under the time card to step at Spring 
Park. He replied that it was. 

„Well, why didn’t you stop there?“ 

“T was anxious to get my 700 passengers to 
St. James, Mo., by noon, in time for the 
dedication. I was looking out for them.’’ 

‘‘Wouldn’t you have looked out for them 
better by avoiding the east-bound train?“ 

“I guess I would, if I had thought of No. 


“Then it was your neglect to go on the 
siding at Spring Park that caused the 
wreck?” ; 

“It was my forgetfulness—an oversight on 
my part, I guess.“ 

Conductor George Atwood went through 
the same catechism. He was forced to 


acknowledge that if he had lived up to the 
rules of the time card the accident would 


have been averted. 

“Was it forgetfulness or takin 
on. getting through to Meramec 
that made you pass Spring Park?” 

It was forgetfulness.”’

LIKE COUNT VON ARNIM. 
HE MUST KEEP SILENCE. 


His Organ Will Not Be Punished for 
Fear of Injury to For- 
, @ign Policies.

LONDON, Oct. 29.—A special dispatch 
from Berlin says that it is understood 
there that the proposed prosecution of 
Prince Bismarck’s organ, the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, for publishing State secrets, 
has been abandoned out of fear of the harm 
such a step might do to Germany's foreign 
policy. It is added, however, that should 
Prince Bismarck publish the circumstances 
under which he resigned office the Gov- 
ernment will be forced to act. It is safd 
that it will probably treat Prince Bis- 


marck in the same manner that the latter 
treated Count Von Arnim. 
Count Von Arnim was arrested in October, 
1874, and coufined in Berlin for refuging to 
give.up documents sent to him as 
sador. On account of fliness he was re- 
leased on bail some three weeks later, but 
was again arrested in about two weeks’ time.

Russia.

WORST SORT OF COERCION. 


Saturday’s Sound Money Parade Will 
Be Largely Composed of Intimi- 
dated Free Silver Men. 


this city next Saturday afternoon is going 
to be a tremendous affair. 

There will be thousands and thousands of 
men in line with the yellow badge of servi- 
tude upon their breasts. There will be 
miles of marching clubs, brilliant in uni- 
forms, obeying their moneyed masters. 
There will be scores of blaring bands to 
swell a chorus of enthusiasm that will halt 
as its expression falls from the lips of 
wearied marchers. There will be hundreds 
of banners and transparencies with all the 
clap-trap of party politics appealing to the 
people. 

And over and above it all will be flung 
the flag of freedom—a mockery and a sham, 
in thé light of the cause it is forced to rep- 
resent. , 


But at what a cost will all this splendid 
show be made! 

Money is no object. It is being scattered 
to the four winds of the city in a last des- 
perate effort to awe thé people, to stampede 
them into the subjection the corporations 
hope it will impel. The money bags have 
been opened. The millionaires who are 
Hanna’s agents here, have loosened the 
purse strings and this “spontaneous up- 
rising of the people for honest money“ is 
the result. 

But money is not the only force that is 
working toward the success of this great 
demonstration. The grip of the employers 
is clutching at the consciences of men like 
a footpad at the throat of his victim. 
Holding over their workmen the alterna- 
tive of starvation or the yellow badge of 
servitude, they are compelling those who 
work for wages, their men,“ they say, to 
join the ranks of Wall Street. 


More than half the great business houses 
of St. Louis, under the whip of Hanna, have 
sent their trusted agents among “their 
men,“ appealing for marchers in the 
sound money’’ parade. From department 
to department, from floor to floor, these 
1 have gone asking for signatures. 
t is well enough to say that no threats 
are indulged in. It is well enough to tell 
the men that they may do just as they 
please, but 51 talk to them and if they trust 
they will let you know that more than 
halt of those whose names appear upon 
the roll are there from fear. 

It ie well enough for those who are safe 
in their positions to talk of the manhood of 
American men, but where there are two 
idie men waiting for every job, and there 
are wives and children at home to be cared 
for, many a man will bend his knee and pray 
for the 3d of November. 

The organized workingmen of the city 
who Have no reason to fear this kind of 
coercion do not blame their fellows. They 
have only pity for them. 

They know what it is for many of them 
have been there themselves. 

They know better than any one else that 
a yellow badge does not mean a yellow 
vote; that this outpouring intended to cow 
them but adds to the fuel of their indigna- 
tion and thé desire to be free from such 
conditions. 

The street railroads have followed the 
Same course with scarcely an exception. 
Yellow badges flutter from the blue coats 
of conductors and motormen who are 
shamefaced and silent when the silver cause 
is mentioned. They have béen practically 
ordered into the demonstration and every 
silver man among them is praying that he 
may be chosen to run a car that afternoon, 
in order that his degradation may not be the 
deeper. 

In the factories and foundries it is the 
same old story. Not a stone has been left 
unturned. 

Fear and force have followed in the wake 
of every appeal. Those whom they could 
buy they have bought; those whom they 
could intimidate they have intimidated, ap- 
pealing all the while to patriotism and 
pointing to the flag. 

They have stolen the livery of liberty to 
serve tyranny and hope thereby to blind 
the people to the selfishness of their motives. 

The steam railroads have even gone furth- 
er. Not only have orders been issued that all 
men in their employ shall apear in the pa- 
rade, but those in the shops from out of 
town will be brought here to swell the 
numbers. Thousands will be brought in free 
of charge from all the surrounding country, 
in the hope that they will join the line of 
march and appear in the guise of St. Louis 
voters. 

Every band in St. Louis is under contract 
to march and furnish music. Thirty-four 
bands from outside points have also been 
hired and will be brought in by the rail- 
roads.

„am neither a politician nor a business 
man,” he said, hence I doubt whether my 
views will have any weigh* one way or an- 
other. I am neither a Republican nor 4 
Democrat, and look, or at any rate, try to 
look, upon this campaign with the eyes of 
a philosopher. Personally and from @ ma- 
terial and business point of view, I do not 
care which way the election goes, for I have 
an abiding faith in the elasticity and vigor 
of the people of this country who have the 
knack of adapting themselves to existing 


conditions, whether these conditions are 
shaped and modified by a Republican or a 
Democratic administr-tion. I am convinced 
that the Presidential nominees are equally 
honest in their convictions and patriotic 
in their aims and purposes. I do not think 
that this country will go to ruin on account 
of this or that party being victorious, not 
even if the ee or Social Democrats 
should carry the day. 

“Tt is often claimed that this is a campaign 
of education. I would say it is one of senti- 
ment. ‘People who are without employment 
and whose chances of making a living have 
for years been growing less, are in no m 
to listen to arguments . Such is the position 
of @ majority of the workingmen and farm- 
ers: Of course, it is not the mone uestion 
pure and simple that is to be decided in this 
election. There are questions of graver im- 
port that press for solution. We are on the 
threshold of a new era. New men and new 

eas are bound to come to the fore. Our 
civilization is top-heavy. There is some- 
nonomenaly the pur 
the crops have been phenomenal, e pur- 
chasing power of money unprecedented. 
and never in the history of the country have 
there been more suicides from want of work 
and more cases of unmerited distress and 

estitution. 
eonnere is not only one, but a multiplicity 
of factors that have brought about the pres- 
ent economic misery. he main cause lies 
in the fact that muscle-power has almost 
been rendered superfluous. The horse, the 
representative of muscle-power, has, so to 
Speak, dropped out of our civilization, Here- 
tofore the purposeful exercise of the muscle 
constituted the bulk of civilized man’s work. 
Fair monetary compensation made him a 
ready and reliable consumer. With the ad- 
vent of time and labor-saving machinery 
this kind of consumer has decreased in num- 
Der to an alarming extent. The tramp, the 
fdier, at first by force of circumstances, 
afterwards by choice and predilection, has 
become a permanent fixture in our social 
economy. True, he is a consumer, but he 
consumes as a parasite. He is the result of 
muscle-power rendered superfluous. 

“Then, the women, displacing male labor- 
ers, crowd into the ranks of producers. 
American women used to be ever reliable 

consumers; they played a part in this 
eeuntry’s household similar to that very 
useful and beneficent institution of the 
old d K the standing army. It is not 
thus any longer.“ 

Where, then, is the consumer?“ 

“The foreigners, especially the Europe 
ans, buy from us with great reluctance. 
They like the Americans individually, that 
is, as liberal buyers and pléasure seekers, 
but they detest them commercially. Their 
talk of a United States of Europe as 
against the United States of America is not 
altogether academic and Utopian. 

“There ts darkness and chaos ahead un- 
jess a readjustment is devised and worked 
out. The remonetization of silver will not 
be the remedy for existing evils, but it 
will, I believe, help to tide us over a very 
en gp stage of our civilization. With 

he opening of the Western mines the 
‘Westward movement will set in, the nat- 
ural movement of the population of this 
country. It is the movement of expansion 
and prosperity. It provides a powerful con- 
sumer; for the consumer of the Rocky 
Mountains is wasteful, like the elephant 
Who destroys ten times as much as-he 
eats. If the elephant can pay for what 
he gets, even if it be in silver, it is imma- 
terial what becomes of the articles bought.

Nobody can foretell with posi- 
Riveness what will happen when silver is 
remonetized. The greatest financiers will at

their own financial enterprises. Such proph- 
ecies are on a level with the weather fore- 
casts of the past and, partly, of present

Their 
outward appearance is often in marked 
contrast with the amount of information 
they exhibit and the elegance of language 
they use. 

“This is a social, not a monetary or com- 
mercial upheaval. As m. Morrison said 
at the close of the Democratic Convention: 
Things have been going the rich man’s 
way, they now seem ‘to be coming the way 
of the poor man.“ But it is not only the 
poor man that is moving in the new direc- 
tion. There are well to do, and even rich 
men, whose altruism and whose sympathy 
with the suffering masses is stronger than 
the love for itheir pocketbooks and their | 
bank accounts.

“A very considerable majority of the 
German-Americans will no doubt vote for 
McKinley. But the size of this majority is 
over-estimated. The prosperous 
American city dweller is certainly in favor 
of the gold ticket, with few exceptions. 
But just as certain it is that among the 
German farmers and the German working- 
men, a very considerable portion will vote 
for Bryan. To say the least, the silver 
men among the German-Americans are not 
inferior in intelligence and education to 
those who will vote for McKinley. There 
are many German Republicans who would 
rather vote for Old Nick himself ‘than for 
a Democrat. The German papers are prob- 
ably unanimous in favor of the gold 
standard, and their influence is not to be 
underestimated. I doubt, however, whether 
this influence extends to the farmer, and, 
above all, to the workingman. 

“The Post-Dispatch has done good mis- 
sionary work among the Germans of this 
city and I know from conversations with ac- 
quaintances that its well written and cor- 
rectly styled German articles have been 
carefully read and favorably commented 
upon by many of those for whose benefit 
they been written. 

»The farmers of the whole civilized world 
are for silver. In Germany the agrarian 
party is practically a unit on this question. 
But the powers that be, especially the pomp- 
loving Emperor, though an excellent and 
we.l-meaning gentleman, is a chronic bor- 
rower. He is in the hands of those who 
own the cash, that is, the gold. So are 
other eminent persons who, through the 
right of birth; or acquired station in life, 
shape the destinies of nations. Bismarck 
wae bamboozled into gold monometallism 
by his financial advisers. He hints at this 
in his letter to Culberson. " 

‘I fail to see how Bryan can be defeated. 
He has the youth of the country with him, 
and to the youth belongs the future. Wom- 
en and children love him, and their liking 
is by instinct and not by reason. Men are 
sentimental and fanatic about him. No 
man of modern or probably ancient times 
has drawn and talked to greater audiences 
than he. There certainly must be some- 
thing remarkable about him. A jawsmith 
and humbugger would not be capable of 
sustaining the wild enthusiasm as he does. 
He is young, healthy, strong, and has clean 
hands, with a record open to everybody. 
He represents modern ideas and is the 
impersonation of the new spirit that has 
taken hold ef the masses, whilst McKin- 
ley personifies a time-hallowed but crum- 
bling and tottering system. 

“I believe that with the advent of Bryan 
@ readjustment which is necessary and ine- 
vitable will take place in a peaceable man- 
ner. The whole civilized world drifts to- 
wards rational collectivism as against un- 
reasonable and brutal individualism. The 
coming generation will see the colossal] for- 
tunes abolished. They are a travesty on 
sound common sense. This country will set 
the pace to an orderly procession moving 
towards economic equality. For a century 
it has furnished a powerful object lesson 
to the rest of the world of the practica- 
bility of political equality. 

In Greaco-Roman times the masses 
struggled for equality of citizenship.

—Voters Should Carefully Read 
What Fellows. é' 


Secretary of State Lesueur in response to 
numerous inquiries gives out the following: 

Under the Australian ballot law it is made 
the duty of the County Clerks and the Elee- 
tion Commissioners to prepare and furnish 
to the votera the ballots which they are to 
deposit in the boxes on election day. No 
others can be used. These ballots are large 
sheets of white paper upon which must be 
printed, in separate groups, the tickets of 
various parties, or such tickets as may be 
nominated by electors who in numbers do 
not constitute political parties. 

Four constitutional amendments are to be 
woted on. The character of each amenJ- 
ment will, under the law, be designated on 
the ballot. The voter, in order to have his 
vote counted upon these amendments, must 
erase, as the case May be, the words yes 
or no“ to conform the ballot to the vote be 
desires cast on the proposition voted on. 

- On the election day each qualified voter 
‘shall be entitled to enter the polling place 
and te receive from the judges of election 
one ballot, upen which shall have been 
placed the initials of twe of the judges of 
election, and no other writing shall be per- 
mitted upon the back of the ballet except 
the number of the ballot. The voter then 
retires to a booth alone, remaining not more 
than five minutes, to prepare his ballot. In 
doing this he should particularly remember 
that HE MUST VOTE ENTIRBLY UPON 
ONE OF THE GROUPS OR TICKETS. In 
other words, he must, by drawing one or 
two lines through them from top te bottom, 
erase all the groups except one, and if he 
desires to vote for other persons who are 
in other groups he must do 80 by crossing 
out names and substituting ethers for them
